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EGG FLOOR PRICE 


The price of eggs, which has been slumping steadily since 
it was announced that Britain would not renew her Canadian 
egg contract reached new low points in January. To the pro- 
ducer, Grade A large eggs were only 26 cents per dozen, with 
graduated scale down to 16c for C grades. 

It is utter folly for the people of Canada to let a condi- 
tion like this exist for an important trade such as poultry 
produce. The farmers of Alberta who have invested large 
sums of money and industrious energy in building up good 
laying flocks with corresponding investment in buildings and 
equipment are entitled to sell their product on a firm basis. 

A few months ago eggs were selling for 60c per dozen. 
We don't think a floor price of 60c is right but neither do we 
feel that 16c to 26c is a fair price either. The whole price 
structure had deteriorated due to a small surplus of about 15 
which formerly had been going to Britain. 

Agriculture Minister Gardiner has come to the rescué 
with announcement of a firm floor price for eggs. At the 
end of the year the government will buy any surplus left 
over in produce warehouses at a figure starting at 38c per 
dozen for Grade A large, downwards. This will keep the retail 
price in the moderate 40c-50¢ price range. 

We confidently believe that the government is not likely 
to have to buy a great quantity of eggs. Egg prices would 
have climbed upwards with increased home consumption and 
with other uses for eggs, such as the industrial plant going 
up in kdmonton, there is not likely to be any burdensome 
surplus. 

Meanwhile, producers do not need to suffer financial loss 
because the dominion government has announced a sound plan 
of price support. Farmers are now assured that their work 
and investment in raising poultry will not be lost through ruin- 
ous prices caused by a small farm surplus. 


STARVATION THREAT IN SPAIN 


While Canadian farmers are concerned about the small 
surpluses of farm products which result in depressed prices, 
the Spanish government has appealed ‘to any country what- 
soever" to acquire 500,000 tons of wheat, corn and rye, be- 
tween March Ist and June 30th, in order to avert a famine 
until Spain’s 1950 crops are harvested in June and July. 

The public appeal was issued by the official organ of the 
Spanish Ministry of Commerce and Industry, with the offer 
to pay in dollars, in convertible Spanish currency or by a barter 
agreement, whichever the supplier preferred. Other sources 
point out that, in October, Generalissimo Franco appealed to 
farmers to increase their wheat acreage because Spain is now 
forced to import foodstuffs, Until recently Argentina was ex- 
pected to provide the wheat and other grain but the commer- 
cial treaty between the two countries has broken down. 

In the general discussion of the Spanish appeal, news- 
paper reporters tell of an approach to the Soviet government, 
which, it is said, has been asked to send grain to Spain in re- 
turn for wolfram and mercury. The suggestion is made that 
the Spanish authorities are putting out the idea that Soviet 
Russia may try to establish contact with Spain unless there 
is some improvement in relations with the western powers. 
This must represent something like propaganda for foreign 
reading because it is contrary to the idea that has been dinned 
into the Spanish people by the present regime. 

We are not interested in the political implications of the 
Spanish appeal but we cannot forbear expressing the opinion 
that, if the Spanish population is facing actual famine, some 
way should be found to sell the necessary foodstuffs to the 
Spaniards. While we thoroughly disapprove of the Franco re- 
gime and think that the sooner it is overthrown, the better it 
will be for Spain and the world, we do not countenance the use 
of famine and starvation as a weapon to produce discontent 
and rebellion. 


While it is tragic for Spain to be faced with a famine, 
which may be in large part due to the mismanagement of the 
present regime, the population of the country is entitled to the 
consideration of the world, Certainly, political motives should 
not, and do not, justify the starvation of innocent, men, women 
and children. 


WHEN DOES A CENTURY BEGIN? 


There is a general idea that 1950 marks the first year of 
the last half of the twentieth century but the point is made by 
some writers that, after all, the century began with the year 
1901 and that, consequently, the first fifty years end on mid- 
night of Dee. 31 ,1950, 

Certainly, if a man would count out a hundred units of 
anything, from apples to automobiles, he would begin with 
number one and end with number one hundred, If the same 
rule applies to the years of a given century, then the first half 
of the present century would not come to a close until the 
end of 1950. 

General usage, it is true, considers the turn of a century 
to begin with the “OO” year and, under this theory, the hundred 
years would come to an end at the close of the “99” year. 
While this may be technically incorrect it is the custom.

Of all the creatures, human 
and otherwise, who served man- 
kind with distinction during the 
last few years, the humble York- 
shire hog has perhaps been given 
the least recognition 

Men and women were granted 
awards for their wartime bravery. 
Dogs, mules, and even a pigeon 
and a cat were presented with 
medals. But the animal that 
vielded up his life by the hun- 
dreds of thousands to help Brit- 
ain stay alive has gone without 
reward of any kind 

Indeed so short is the memory 
of some Canadians that they are 
even suggesting that he be per- 
mitted to suffer the final indig- 
nity of race extermination. They 
admit that he did a good job dur- 
ing the war but they say that 
like the battleship he is obsolete, 
his period of usefulness is ended 
and he is destined to disappear 

They argue that the quality 
bacon hog, of which the York- 
shire is the top breed in Canada, 
was developed only in response to 
the demands of the British mar- 
ket. Now, they say, that market 
has largely disappeared and there 
is no longer the compelling need 
for Canadian farmers to produce 
this type of animal 

But this kind of talk reckons 
without two highly important 
factors, the Canadian housewife 
and the soy bean. Because of 
them, there is good reason to sup- 
pose that the predictions of dis- 
aster are nonsense and that the 
Yorkshire hog, far from falling a 
victim of post-war reconstruction, 
will emerge as full of life and with 
as many twists in his tail as ever 

If he does, a good many people 
in Canada, government officials, 
farm journal and packing house 
representatives, will be very hap- 
py. After spending the best part 
of their lives in the often thank- 
less but successful task of pro- 
pagandizing farmers on behalf of 
the bacon hog, they would hate 
like poison te see their good work 
come to naught. 

The main virtue of the Cana- 
dian bacon hog, as contrasted 
with the four-footed tubs of lard 
favored in U.S. farmers, is that 
he has no excess fat and is a real 
meat producer. He is long and 
streamlined and the bacon and 
pork chops made from him are 
decently endowed with good lean 
meat

Trend To Warmer Weather! 


By T. W. PUE 


Nearly everybody in Alberta has 
heard older persons tell how mild 
modern winters are compared to 
the early pioneer days. Winters 
are not as cold as they were, they 
say, and down in the eastern pro- 
vinces this winter hasn't so far 
been an exception to the old tim- 
ers’ contention. 


Up until early December we had 
a very mild fall in Alberta, That 
this has been a trend for several 
years is proven, in one slight in- 
stance, by the fact that Lac la 
Biche has been frozen over suc- 
cessively later each year. 

We wonder if 
the old timers 
have anything 
on us since De- 
cember 10, how- 
ever. My experi- 
ence in Alberta 
is only in its 
sixth winter but 
this is colder 
than previous 
winters 

The oldtimers, 
who tell of the 
cold winters of 
their childhood, 
have been = con- 
fronted with as- 
sertions that 
they remember the severe wea- 
ther and forget the pleasant days 
Some have insisted that houses 
are better built today, that the 
people live indoors more than for- 
merly and that consequently, what 
seems like warmer weather is 
merely the natural reaction to 
changed conditions. 


The expert weatherman, how- 
ever, is not so sure about the mat- 
ter and some of them admit that 
the oldtimers may be right. Just 
now, there is some amazement in 
expert circles over the tempera- 
tures above normal that have been 
experienced in the eastern part 
of the United States since March, 
1948. Some of them, such as Jer- 
ome Namias, head of the Extend- 
ed Forecast Section of the United 
States Weather Bureau, admit 
that there has been a definite 50-

ing it, he influenced the Cana- 
dian housewife tremendously. He 
gave her a roast of pork that 
would not melt away in the oven 
and bacon with some real strips of 
lean on it, not just thin slivers em- 
bedded in a mass of fat. 

He gave her an appreciation of 
quality in pork that she never 
had before. She will continue to 
demand that quality and _ the 
premium which she is prepared to 
pay for it will make the raising of 
good Yorkshire hogs still worth 
the producer's while. 

Meat packers, too, will want to 
have nothing to do with the mas- 
sive lard-hog type The reason 
for this is strikingly shown in the 
latest market letter of the In- 
dustrial and Development Coun- 
cil of Canadian Meat Packers. It 
explains that in the old days, both 
here and in the United States, it 
was the custom of packers to trim 
away large amounts of fat from 
the hog carcass. This was profit- 
able in that the fat would be ren- 
dered into lard and the lard would 
be sold at a good price. 

But the increasing production 
of soy bean and other vegetable 
oils has spelled the doom of that 
happy arrangement. The extent 
to which this competition has, 


year trend towards slightly warm- 
er weather over many areas of the 
northern hemisphere. 

It is quite possible, as some me- 
teorologists believe, that we are in 
a period of “climatic ameliora- 
tion” with temperatures moving 
upward. Nearly everybody real- 
izes that the earth absorbs its 
heat from the rays of the sun and 
that there is variation in the ab- 
sorption due to changes on the 
sun. Obviously, if, for some reason, 
the earth retained a_ greater 
amount of its absorbed heat than 
usual, the temperature of the sur- 
face would move upward. 

That something like this has 
happened is the opinion of G. S. 
Callendar, an English meteorolo- 
gist, who says that a slight in- 
crease in carbon dioxide in the air 
tends to prevent “outgoing radia- 
tion” of the sun’s heat and that 
the globe retains more heat just 
like a hothouse absorbs and re- 
tains heat from the sun. Whether 
this is correct, or not, there are 
other theories, such as the belief 
that, for some reason, more of the 
warmer air from the oceans is 
moving over the continents 

Regardless of the decision of the 
experts, there seems to be no 
doubt of the abnormally high tem- 
peratures since March, 1948. Cer- 
tainly, in the eastern part of the 
United States, there have been 
higher-tharj-normal temperatures 
during the last two winters and 
the same condition seems to be 
obtained so far as the present win- 
ter has developed 

No one knows whether the pre- 
sent trend will continue or not. Mr. 
Namias says that there has been 
an abnormal containment of cold 
polar air over Alaskan Yukon and 
Northern Canada.

District Home Economist 

We may be soon hearing about 
an “Eat More Eggs” campaign to 
offset the drop in egg prices which 
has been such a blow to poultry 
people. 

When you buy eggs do you real- 
ize what value you are getting? 
Eggs are often considered simply 
a meat substitute, but actually 
have advantages which you may 
have taken for granted. First of 
all there is little waste—only the 
Then eggs are quickly 
and easily prepared for the table. 
They appear not only in the main

cially good for children since they 
do not contain the stimulating ex- 
tractives found in meat. Next to 
fish oils, egg yolk is the best 
source of vitmin D ‘the sunshine 
vitamin,” which is another good 
reason why eggs should be a 
must” on your shopping list espe- 
cially during the winter months. 
And lastly the fat in eggs is eas- 
ily digested. In fact a single egg 
contains not only protein, fat, iron 
phosphorus, calcium, vitamin D, 
but Vitamin A as well. 

It pays the producer to market 
high quality eggs. The consumer, 
too, wants high quality eggs for 
eating and baking. The good cook 
knows that high quality eggs pro- 
duce stiffer custards and better, 
lighter cakes. 

Storage of eggs is important for 
high quality. Keeping eggs near 
onions, cabbage, garlic, gasoline, 
coal oil or in a moldy musty place 
may give an unpleasant flavor or 
odor to the eggs. Holding eggs in 
a dry room may cause shrinkage. 
Thin or porous shelled eggs are 
especially apt to shrink and again 
lower the grade. Eggs placed in a 
dry, warm case lose moisture rap- 
idly. This too, may the 
grade to be lowered. 

Extra large or long eggs should 
be placed in the outer edges of 
the fillers. If there are many big 
eggs, they should be staggered 
with smaller eggs for a safer pack. 
Eegs should always be placed in 
the small end down. If the 
large end is placed down, the air 
cell is likely to be loosened, re- 
sulting in a lower grade. When 
yolks are displaced or the air cell 
broken, eggs deteriorate 
quickly. 

If you have trouble with egg 
shells cracking while cooking eggs 
in the shell, cover the eggs with 
cold water and bring to the boil. 
The eggs will be soft cooked. 

To remove the shells easily, 
plunge hard-cooked eggs in cold 
water. This will prevent a dark 
ring around the yolk too. 

Of course you never “boil” 
eggs, but cook the eggs in the 
water kept just below the boiling 
point. In case you've forgotten, it 
takes eight to ten minutes cooking 
for soft-cooked eggs, and thirty 
minutes if you want them hard- 
cooked.

Additional Oil Income 
For Province 


Alberta government can expect 
another huge slice of oil revenue 
following the announcement Fri- 
day that another 60 quarter sec- 
tions of choice oil land leases are 
being put up for auction. Mines 
and Resources Minister Tanner 
announced closing date for receipt 
of bids is Feb. 16. 


Included in the offerings are 
five quarters in the ne wSimmons 
sector, near Bruderheim, which 
oil men hope is a southern exten- 
sion of the Redwater area. There 
are two quarters in the easetrn 
portion and three in the northern 
portion of the rich Redwater sec- 
tor. Also in the Redwater sector 
are two quarters on which are 
a 15 per cent over-riding royalty 
as well as the purchase price of 
the lease. In other parts of the 
province 47 quarters are offered 
for lease. Besides these, one quar- 
ter will be offered in the Stettler 
area. 

Four of thse 47 quarters are in 
the Hanna area, two in the Heisler 
area, 10 in the Camrose region, 20 
northeast of Trochu, four in the 
vicinity of Vimy and seven in the 
northeast section of the province 
along the Athabasca River beyond 
Wandering River.’

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Life On Planets 
Is Held Possible 


CHICAGO. -—— Possibility that 
lime might exist on a billion or 
more planets throughout space 
was raised by a German scientist 
here. 


Carl F. von Weizsacker, visiting 
professor of physics at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, expressed the 
view that billions upon billions of 
stars found in the heavens may 
each have their own planets re- 
volving about them. 


Professor von Weizsacker out- 
lined his theories at a dinner 
meeting of the citizen’s board of 
the University of Chicago. 

He pointed out that the Milky 
Way, or galaxy to which our sun 
belongs, is made up of more than 
100,000,000,000 stars. There are 
some 100,000,000 galaxies similar 
to the Milky Way. 

With this vast number of suns 
throughout space and the similari- 
ties between the stars it is not 
unlikely that planetary conditions 
identical to or similar to earth 
exist elsewhere, he holds. 


The 1,150-mile Edmonton-Lake Superior oil pipe 
line moved a step nearer completion this week 
when the first shipment of 16-inch diameter pipe 
left Welland, Ont.

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Electric Prices Down 
While Others Go Up 


To the Canadian consumer, the 
cost of electric energy stands 
alone as the only item of any 
conseqence in the overall cost of 
living that has decreased from the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
normal of the years 1935-1989 to 
the present time. 


From figures in the Canada 
Year Book we find that Domestic 
Electric Light Rates declined 
from the 100 per cent of 1935- 
1939 to 89% per cent in 1947, a 
decrease of 10% per cent. 

This achievement of the power 
producers was not the results, as 
one might expect, of lower costs 
in salaries and wages, for ma- 
terial and equipment, and for fuel 
or for any combination of these. 
On the contrary they had to meet 


and absorb staggering increases 
in all of these, as had all other 
industries during this period. 
How were these adverse factors 
overcome? First the economics in- 
cidental to central generation de- 
crased costs. This was reflected 
in lower rates to consumers and 
this downward trend stimulated 
individal to the extent that, on the 
average, it was approximately 
doubled from 1987 to 1948. In 
the aggregate then, pole lines in 
operation, in 1937, which were 
then loaded to less than half their 
capacity, are now carrying twice 
the load of that year with a mini- 
mum of added cost. In other 
words, the overhead cost of this 
distribution is ct in half with the 
slight exception noted above.

“WHAT’S YOUR BEEF?”

What's your beef? CBC announcer DON SIMS (left) asks the 
perennial question of film-star-singers MARY BETH HUGHES 
and DAVID STREET on a recent edition of the “What's Your 
Beef? program, heard Monday to Friday on CBC Trans-Canada. 
Like the thousands of Canadians who have been interviewed on 
the program the famous Hollywood couple appear to enjoy airing 


their “beef”. 


While this is interesting, we are 
naturally more concerned’ with 
what may be a more localized pic- 
ture in the province. To illustrate 
this, let us look at the history of 
electrification in Stettler. 

In 1911 a steam plant was in- 
stalled by the Municipality and 
continued to serve its people till 
1928 when, as a result of a fran- 
chise agreement, Canadian Utili- 
ties Limited took over. A new rate 
schedule was immediately put in- 
to force and the extent of the 
savings to the consumers can be 
estimated by this illustration. 
Under the old rate structure, one 
month’s residence consumption of 
100 KWH _~ would have cost 
$15.12; under the new schedule, 
the cost dropped to $6.53. 

The records of Canadian Utili- 
ties, in the succeeding years, show 
constantly decreasing average 
costs per KWH to the consumer. 
This average, of course, includes 
all classes of users and all varia- 
tions of amounts consumed. In 
1937, this average was 6.5c per 
KWH; by 1941, this haddropped 
to 5.5¢ and in 1948 a new low of 
3.98¢ was reached. 
contradiction 
that, despite this decreased unit 


It may seem a 


cost, the average consumers bill 
has increased by about one third. 
The simple fact is tht he is using 
more than double the energy he 
did previously in his constantly 
expanding realization of how de- 
sirable extension of service may 
be for economic reasons or for the 
higher standards of comfort and 
convenience that follow. 

A typical example of where 
electric rates have gone down, is 
at Mannville, Alta. 

Canadian Utilities took over in 
1928. Based on the rates in effect 
prior to the take-over, a month’s 
bill for 100 KWH would be $2. 
Immediately subsequent to take- 
over, $10.35; In 2938, $7.50; In 
1948 and still effective, $4.85. 

This represents a decreased 
cost per KWH of from 25¢ to 
slightly over 4%c over the period 
under review.

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Agricultural Board’s 
Annual Report

MORINVILLE. — Members of 
the Service Board for the year 
1949: John Schafers, Morinville, 
chairman councillor; Nick C, Per- 
rott, R.R.1., Morinville, council- 
lor; Jack Dhoedt, Calahoo, “armer; 


Albert St. Arnaud, Vimy, farmer; 
J. M. Fontaine, Edmonton, district 
agriculturist; Walter Ellett, R.R.2, 
Morinbille, field superbisor; J. O. 
Patry, Morinbille, secretary. 


The Morinville Agricultural Ser- 
vice Board held three regular 
meetings during the year 1949 and 
also took part in the operation 
Field Day sponsored by the Agri- 
cultural Section of the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce on Aug. §&, 
1949. This is the fifth year of 
operation for the Service Board 
and satisfactory progress has been 
made by the board on all farms 
under supervision as well as the 
farms which are under its control. 


There are at present 25 quar- 
ters under supervision and five 
under control of the Service Board. 
Several are now in a sufficiently 
improved condition to navigate 
with very little help. Weed Con- 
trol and Soil Conservation are the 
main objectives of the Service 
Board and a farm is only placed 
under supervision when action 
under the Noxious Weed Act fails 
to bring about the desired results 


A seed drill survey was again 
conducted by the Service Board in 
1949 whereby 103 samples of seed 
being used which were taken from 
drills and tillers throughout the 
municipality. 30% of these sam- 
ples graded as_ rejected, 19% 
graded as No. 3 seed, 24% graded 
No. 2 seed and 27% as No. 1 seed. 

While this is an improvement 
over the survey as made in 1948 
it is yet far from satisfactory. Of 
all the samples taken, only nine 
were free of weed seeds and other 
grain. One sample had 12 tartary 
buckwheat and 12 wild oats per 
pound of barley, which would 
mean 1,728 weed seeds per acre 
were sown on this farm. 

Another sample had 820 weed 
seeds per pound in oats which 
woul mean that 69,700 weed seeds 
per acre were being seeded by this 
farmer. When such practices are 
permitted our weed problem, no 
doubt, will increase. 

The Service Board recommended 
the erection of a seed cleaning 
plant and the council approved of 
the same as well as the provincial 
government and this plant is now 
about ready to begin operation. 


The Morinville Municipal Seed 
Cleaning Co-op Limited was 
formed. 


Already two carloads of seed oats 
have been distributed and several 
more have been ordered and will 
be distributed as soon as the plant 
is in operation which should be by 
the end of January, 1950. 

As most of the ratepayers will 
have to buy seed this year, the 
plant will be able to provide seed 
of the best quality and a great 
deal of effort in eradicating weeds 
will have become a reality. The 
plant is also at your disposal for 
the cleaning of your seed as re- 
quired. 


The municipal . sprayer and 
mower purchased during the year 
proved a good investment as 
approximately 2,000 acres were 
sprayed for farmers in the dis- 
trict as well as 30 miles of road- 
ways. The mower was used on 
roadway work to cut 160 miles ec 
both sides; this will prevent snow 
from drifting so badly on the said 
roads; the trim appearance of 
these roads is well worth the cost 
of the work. Some 35 miles of 
new grades and roadways were 
seeded to a mixture of legumes 
and grasses in order to combat the 
growth of the weeds. 


The Service Board held 12 
meetings throughout the district 
during 1949. Pictures were shown 
on soil conservation and talks 
were given on the various farm 
problems. Five weed inspectors 
were employed during the summer 
months and with the help of the 
field supervisor, the weed situa- 
tion was kept under control. 

There were 576 cans of gopher 
poison distributed throughout the 
district during 1949. These are 
distributed free of charge to the 
ratepayer and one only has to 
travel through the district to 
notice the control that is being 
maintained on the gophers. It 
would be well to urge the farmers 
to attend to the gopher menace 
early in the spring as at this time 
the spreading of the gophers would 
be greatly reduced.

For many years the need of a 
seed cleaning plant in the munici- 
pal district has been felt by rate- 
payers, officials and the agrecul- 
tural department at Ottawa. It 
was realized that only by a co- 
operative effort could the plant 
be built and operated, and when 
the organization was formed the 
provincial government volunteer- 
ed to give a grant of $10,000 for 
the project. 

This money had to be used in 
construction and equipment of a 
modern seed cleaning plant, ap- 
proved by the department of ag- 
riculture, however, only when the 
municipal district also granted 
$10,000, and the balance required 
raised by private sales of shares 
in the Co-operative. 

Directors of the Co-operative 
elected by ballot at the first meet- 
ing of shareholders, were John

The result, 
in the completion of the fine new 
plant, speaks well of Mr. Ander- 
son’s ability and the wisdom of the 
directors in choosing him to under- 
take the constructon work. 

A well-known Morinville busi- 
nessman, A. R. Martel of Martel 
Electric was given full charge of 
electric wiring, installation, and 
Mr. Martel also supplied and in- 
stalled the heating system 

The plant building, which in- 
cludes material an labor cost in 
excess of $20,000, while machinery 
and equipment costs will exceed 
$16,000 

The charges for cleaning grain 
is five cents per bushel for com- 
mercial seed, 10 cents for regis- 
tered and certified, two cents for 
sacking, four cents for treating 
with Cersan by the Slurry method 
which eliminates dust, and 10 
cents per cwt. for hammermill 
operation.
